dj Jander Makes as Much as $70 a 
Week as Result of His-Toll. 


In thé National Geographical Mag- 
azine, Frederick -W. Wallace, a 
Canadian writer, gives a description 
of the sailor fishermen who harvest 
the shoal waters of our eastern 
coasts and of their method of work- 
ing. Following Is a brief outline of 
the article: 

“It has'been my privilege to sail 
and steam the oceans In many kinds 
of craft ranging from the romantic 
full-rigged clipper ship to the oll-. 
burning greyhounds of twenty-knot 
speed, and from the graceful, sea- 
kindly Grand Bank fishing schooner 
to the sturdy steam-trawler of North 
Sea type; but in all my voyaging I 
am inclined to the bellef that the 
only real sailors we have to-day, in 
this mechanical age, are to be found 
Bank fishermen of North 

America’s Atlantic coasts. 

“The sailors I refer to are the 
crews of the fishing schooners ‘that 
sail out of the fishing ports of New- 
foundland, the Maritime Provinces 
and the New England states, and the 
Dorts which claim ‘most of them are 
Lanenburg, N.S., and Gloucester and 
Boston, in Massachusetts. 

“These, deep-sea fishermen are & 

* | distinctive type peculiar to the North 
American Atlantic ‘coast. Racially 
they are from the sturdy pioneer 
breeds of Highland Scotch, West 
Country English, and West Irish 
which « settled) in Newfoundland, 
Eastern Canada, Maine, and Maszssa- 
chusetts when America was young. 

“As most people know, the Banks 
Qre vast areas of shoal water lying 
off the eastern coast of Canada. Upon 
these banks, in depths ranging from 
15 to 200 fathoms, tremendous 
numbers of certain demersal species 
of Osh are to be found at certain 
seasons. Cod is the commonest var- 
fety caught; haddock ranks second, 
while ‘hake, pollock, cusk halibut, 
skate, whiting, catfish. wolf-fish, 
monk-fish and lumpfish are also 
marketed. RES ous 

“The long-line !s, as its name im- 
plies, ® long line ranging from 2,100 
to 2,400 feet in length, and is made 
of thin, but incredibly strong, tarred 
cotton, On each line there are from 
$00 to 800 snoods (thinner lines) 
and hooks. 

“Each long-line is colled down In 
& wooden tub and every hook has 
to be baited before the ‘gear’ is set. 

“On every Bank fishing-schooner, 
except hand-liners, on which the 
Oshing is done from the deck, a 
gumber of flat-bottomed, high-sided 
boats called ‘dories’ are’ carried. 
These dories are from.18 to 22 feet 
over all, From siz to twelve of these 
dories are carried by fishing schoon- 
ers, and it is from the dory that the 
actual fishing is done.

“ Not all the’ploneers died a gener- 
ation ago. This year the people of 
Wallaceburg attended the funeral of 
a man whose Jife and activities span- 
ned the perlod from bush days to 
the airplane in an old.settled com- 
munity. Captain James W. Steinhoff 
went to Wallaceburg with his par- 
ents and started his own career in 
true pioneer style, cooking in a 
shanty and driving a team in the 
lumber -woods. Earlier, when ten 
yearsof age, he had carried the mail 
between Chatham and Stoney Polnt, 
twenty-five miles each way per day. 
He also‘drove a stage between Lon- 
don and Chatham. For one season 
he served as cook on a vessel ply- 
ing between Chatham and Kingston, 
after which he became cook for forty 
Frenchmen at Wallaceburg. 

One winter near Wallaceburg he 
drove the largest stick of timber 
ever hauled in Canadas, it is said, 
driving four head of horses in front 
of seventeen yokes of oxen.

Gibraltar tunnel, Ke bays, at its lowest 
level would be 1,254 feet below the sur- 
face of the sea;a much greater depth 
than would be required for the English 
Channel tunnel , The work would be 
prodjgious, but it is believed both in 
Spain and France that the scheme is 
practicable.

But the Hungry ‘Rabbit Had te He 
* Eaten, 

The flying survey that the engi- 
neers of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway made through the unezplor- 
ed forests and mountains of Canada 
was attended by all manner of hard- 
ships and adventures. It is remark- 
able that so few men lost their lives, 
for the work, which was pushed for- 
ward winter and summer, was al- 
ways filled with dangers. An exprr- 
lence related in Mr. F. A. Talbot's 
book, “The Making of a Great Cana- 
dian Rallway,” affords a graphic 
idea of the pains and penalties tuat 
many surveyors endured in that 
silent, unpopulated country— 

“In the depths of winter 1 was out 
with one of the surveyors,on an ex- 
ploration trip. We had four dogs and 
a couple of sleighs not heavily laden. 
Somehow or other, owlng to the 
blinding snow, we were delayed and 
lost our way. The dogs had to go 
without food and we ourselves did 
not taste a bite for threé days; nor 
did ‘we! catch sight of the smallest 
specimen of game. One thing after 
another was thrown off the slelghs 
to ease the plight of the dogs, grown 
so thin. from want of food that their 
ribs showed. through their akins. 
Only our sleeping bags were retain- 
ed. Through ‘the day we stumbled 
along ‘on our snowshoes, constantly 
falling over obstacles and brulsing 
ourselves against the treés. At night 
we lay. down by our camp fire, ut- 
terly exhausted and faint from hun- 
cer and cold. 

“I¢ was on the third morning that 
I descried the faint footprints of a 
Jack rabbit, It was the first aign of 
game that we had seep for three 
days. 1 drew my companion’s atten- 
tlon’ to the track.>\"Stop’ right. here 
and light a fre.

North Bay, Dee. 13.—Believing 
the electrification of the Tem:iskuin- 
ing and Northern Ontario Railway to 
be an economically and commercial- 
ly sound proposition and one worthy 
of consideration, the T. & N. 0. cout- 
mission, at its meeting held yester- 
day, decided to’ make a complete in- 
vestigation into electrifying the road 
and the power that would be requir- 
ed, with particular reference to the 
extension being made from Cochrane 
to Oil Can Portage. It is estininted 
that 500,000 horsepower can be de- 
veloped ‘on the Abitibi River at four 
or five separate points, between Ket- 
tle. Falls, sixteen miles north of Coch:- 
rane, and Oil Can Portage, or New 
Post, seventy miles north of the pres- 
ent end of steel. The commission al- 
ready has its eye on several water- 
falls in the Ottawa, “Montreal and 
Sturgeon River watersheds, from 
which power for the southern end of

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LOWER WAGES AND 
CRAZE FOR LUXURY 
CAUSE OF CRIME 


London, Dec. 13.—Lower wares and 
a craze for luxurious living aro~ held 
accountable by English prison govern- 
ors for many p esent-day crimes in a 
report mede by them to the Home/C- 
Office. 

Although crime has dwindled con-|al 
siderably during the past twenty 
years, the number of prisoners for the 
Fear 1920-21 was » or 9,925 
more than in the previous year.- The 
report, however, states that ‘so small 
an increase in a year in which there 
bas been much unemployment and in- 
dustrial unrest is noteworthy.” 

The governor of Durham prison 
says: 

“A new stamp of offender 
sprung into existence. Men and wo- 
men of respectable antecedents and 
Parentage, in regular employment and 
in no respects associated with the ini 
criminal class, are taking to serious 
crime with astounding facility.” 

The suggestion that a spirit of law- 
Tessness acquired by men while on mil- 
itary service is responsible for this is 
rejected by the governor, on the 
ground that women in equal propor- 
tion to men are the offenders, His ex> FI 
planation is that high wages, once 
casily earned and more casily spent, 
are now not obtainable, . 

“Men and women, boys an girls," “f 
his report states, “have all got used to 
‘big’ caoney, out of all proportiin> to 
the slight effort necessary to obtain it” 
and he continues, “The economic re- 
adjustment of the past year has creat- 
ed a number of discontented, reckless 
people, who do not realize that they 
have been living in an artificial wage 
market and unconsciously resent the 
changed conditions of supply and de- 
mand, work and play.

More than 100 students from all 
Darts of the world — including Ice 
jand, China, Austria and Lithuania 
—meet at University College, Gower 
}street, W.C., London, Eng., for.a 
course of English, according to the 
speech sounds. The first thing they 
hare to be taught is. how to open 
thelr months and work their tongues, 

Mr. Lloyd “James, assistant in 
phonet{ea‘at University College, who 
has organised the course, explained 
some of. the ‘mysteries, 

“To teach them,” he sald, “to say 
‘r’ as in ‘ready’—half of them can- 
not pronounce the letter at all—we 
make them curve their index finger, 
Put it between the teeth and press 
it bard, Then they have to say ‘s‘ 
az in “pleasure,” and then their 
mouth and tongue is in the correct 
position to say ‘r*. 

“The Frenchman cannot say ‘this.’ 
He says ‘zees.’ Learning to say ‘th’, 
he holds a mirror in front of his 
face. He opens his teeth and puts 
hia tongue through; then he can say 
‘th’, All the students have mirrors 
which they use extensively, as it 
helps them to remember the posi- 
tlons.’*

Sewing Wood. 
There has appeared in England 
recently a special plywood materia! 
for aircraft construction, 

This new material must not be 
confused with ordinary plywood, 
which Is glued together. It {s claim- 
ed to be a super-plywood, and is 
actually sewn together, 

First, the layers are cemented to- 
gether with waterproof material, and 
then atitched through {in parallel 
rows about one and @ quarter inches 
apart. This gives a rigidity and re- 
sillence not to be attained by any 
other method, 
Weight for weight, it Is the strong- 
est material yet invented. It fs made 
in sheets of any size or shape up to 
eight feet wide by 60 feet long, and 
from one-eighth inch to five-eighth 
inch thick, thus doing away with 
waste in the conversion.

$15,000 BAR OF GOLD 
REPORTED STOLEN 


Carried Away Shortly After 
Being Poured at McIn- 
tyre Refinery. 

Timmins, Ont., Dec. 13.—A bar of 
gold weighing 62 pounds is reported 
to have been stolen from the refinery 
at the MelIntyre-Porcupine Mines. 
Details of how the theft was effected 
are lacking, but the gold is under- 
stood to have been carried away 
shortly after having been poured, and 
when it was still so hot as to neeessi- 
tate the use of asbestos mittens in 
handling it. 

It is also reported that the thieves 
left another much larger bar of pure 
gold behind them, on account of its 
being the last poured and too hot to 
handle. v 

In bulk the 62-pound bar is quite 
small, being about the size of a small 
loaf of bread, but the piece has a 
value of approximately $15,000, 
and is the amount recovered in about 
{wo and a half days’ milling opera- 
tions at the McIntyre. 

No trace of the thieves, other than 
the discovery of the asbestos mittens, 
haa been reported at the time the re- 
port was secured.

Some of the modern 
psychologists who have been consult- 
ed’ find jn this phi evidence that | 
he was not born «in Genoa. -Other- 
wise he wold” have /said,. ‘'Genoa, 
where I was born and which I left.” 
Their inference fs thaq Columbus uo- 
doubtedly left Genoa, but inserted 
“where I was born’ as an after- 
thought, and did it clumsily like a 
man not accustomed’ to free-hand 
lying. In another paragraph of his 
will Columbus seems to confirm the 
impression that. he was not a good 
extemporaneous liar, for he provided 
that in case his next of kin were not 
alive to inherit, his property should 
go to his family line, the “de Colon.”

In hia lifetime Columbus was 
Vague, not to say elusive, regarding 
his. family. His second son, Fer- 
nandu, sald, “My father wanted 
throughout his ‘iife to keep his 
origin and native land unknown and 
uncertain.” The brother of a Jady 
with whom Columbus was jn love 
testified that although people sald 
Columbus came from Genoa he did 
not know where he was born. That 
hé lived in Genoa for some time is 
assured, and this corresponds with 
the evidence in favor of a Spanish 
birth. One investigator says that the 
father of Columbus was a sort of 
Pirate, and that when he got snto d!f- 
ficulties with the Spanish authorities 
he fied to Italy. ‘Toscanelli, the 
astronomer, who gave Columbus the 
map which he took with him to 
America, believed that the explorer 
was a Portuguese. The evidence that 
he was an‘Irishman has been collect* 
ed by a scholar with the unbiased 
Someone else says 
that Columbus was a Greek. 

if Columbus was 2 Spaniard, with 
a Jewish mother, one can undere, 
stand why he should have conceal 
the fact wheb ‘he approached the 
Spanish court with an appeal for 
funds, The Jews were being perse- 
cuted and exiled. Isabella would 
never have advanced money to a man 
who was a Jew or half a Jew. Genoa 
was one of the great seaports of 
Europe at the ‘time and it added to 
the prestige of a mariner to say that 
he halled from there. It was lke an 
English sailor ‘giving Dover as his 
home port. To be noted also Is the 
fact that Columbus, on a mission 
undertaken for the alleged plous pur- 
pose of converting the American In- 
dians to Christianity, took with him 
a wholly disproportionate number of 
Jews.

DAHLIA ROOT SYRUP. | 


Canada, } 

The roots of the dahlia, the beau- | 
tiful flower that is found in the ma-/} 
Jority of Canadian gardens, will pro- | 
vide the syrup that will sweeten! 
many fountain drinks, preserves and | 
desserts of the (uture, according to 
Dr. W. E. Safford. The fleshy roots 
of this flower are not starchy, lke 
Potatoes, but they contain a sub- 
stance which is known chemically as 
Inulin. From this a sugar 60 per | 
cent. sweeter than cane sugar can 
be obtained by the chemist. This} 
sugar, known as levulose or fructose, | 
has heretofore been very expensive 
and of little commercial tmportance. 

Dr. R. F, Jackson has been mak-~ 
ing experiments with a view to sim- 
plifying the methods of extracting | 
the sugar from the inulin of dahlia 
roots. The sugar crystallizes ¢with 
great dificully and the expense In 
the past has been chiefly due to the 
fact that it was necessary to use 
much alcohol in eliminating the | 
water. 

For the tests a large supply ot| 
roots was furnished by Richard Vin- 
cent of White Marsh. Md., president | 
of the American Dahlia Society, and | 
from Dr, Jackson’s results it is ovi-! 
dent that the dahlia has an Import: | 
ant commerrial future ahead of it} 
as a sugar plant. Already a com- 
pany has been formed to cultivate | 
thousands of acres of dahlias, the: 
roots of which will bo used as a! 
source of levulose sugar. | 

Attempts have been frequently | 
made to use dahlia roots as food for | 
animals, but, owing to thelr unpleas- | 
ant taste, they are rejected both by} 
cattle and pigs. |

/The) Petrified, Forest—if,a wilder- 
ness of prostrate tree-trunks may by 
any allowable figure of sprech be 
called. a forest—lies {n a /regida of 
desolation, of \sage-brush, drifting 
sand, alkall\ wastes and lava. All: 
about bare rocks bilster under the 
fierce ‘Arizona sun: The ‘lake-like 
illusions of a desert country are to 
be ‘seen; ‘and -miragy expanses, in 
which’ distant hills and stony buttes 
seem/ to waver and swim’ as if up- 
borne on a misty, restless sea. 

It's probable that the forest once 
covered hundreds of square miles, 
for agatized trunks, logs,’and bits 
of .wood are ‘found throughout: a 
great radius of country.” It;occuples 
now abou} a thousand acres. © None 
of the ‘trees are standing. Very few 
remain intact. They have been brok- 
en info log-like lengths, broken short 
-off,.s0 ‘that the forest resembies a 
vast Jogging camp,-with the logs 
scattered about ready for hauling. 
‘The lengths ‘vary from discm like 
cart-wheels to logs thirty feet-jong. 

Many of the trees, when standing, 
were fully two hundred. feet in 
height. Trunks may be seen that are 
ten feet in diameter, and there are 
also little twigs no thicker than one’s 
thumb: They ‘He in every) position, 
and at every conceivable angie. Some 
are in groups, and others alone) They 
are on the tops of- the ridges and 
down in the hollowa—in fact, every- 
where throughout the forest’s whole 
extent, P 

And the strangest thing about 
them’ {s that every one is composed 
of semi-precious stones, says a writer 
in Popular Science Siftings.* There 
are literally millions and millions of 
amethysts; and there is chalcedony 
of every hue, red and yellow, jasper. 
topaz, carnelian, onyx, and every 
imaginable variety of agate. 

Singular’ as it may seem no log 
ig limited to a single kind of stone. 
It may be in it all of the above: in 
fact, every log is a mosaic of bril- 
Mant gems, more beautiful than any 
mosaic ever formed by human hands. 

‘There are no true precious stones 
to be found in Chalcedony Park—no 
diamonds, rubles, or sapphires, but 
the chips and bits of wood covering 
the ground are as brilliant and shin- 
ing as ff they were really precious 
gems, and the specimen hunter Is be- 
wildered by the rich display: 


Football In Turkey. 

It has always been a dificult mat- 
ter to be a sportsman in Turkey, One 
Turk, Rechad Bey, tried it with a 
result weird enough to serve as a 
basis for a detective story. 

It appears that the young Turk 
had organized a football team among 
his friends, together with some 
Greeks and Armenians, and began 
practicing. Shortly afterwards, in 
the middle of the night, police en- 
tered his house and carried bith off 
to Sentari. There he was submitted 
to a long examination as to the club 
and the game of football. 

The authorities were convinced 
that they had found a2 great plot, and 
that the club must be a secret society. 
A special messenger was sent for the 
ball, and that was duly examined, 

nd found to be an infernal machine. 
The rules of the game were consider- 
ed to be another piece of damning 
evidence, and still. worse were the 
sweaters and colors of the club. 

After long deliberation the cul- 
prit was sent to the higher police 
authorities in Stamboul, who went 
through a second long examination 
and came to the conclusion that the 
Empire had been saved from disin- 
tegration by the early discovery of a 
great plot. They despatched the 
whole matter to be inquired into at 
the Sultan’s palace at Yildiz, and a 
special commission took the matter 
in hand. 

After mach careful thought and 
examination of the evidence of the 
crime it was decided that there might 
be nothing [n it, but that it must 
not be committed again. 


Are Japanese “White."? 

Just at the time when President 
Harding’s disarmament and Pacific 
conference is in session at’ Washing- 
ton, the United States Supreme Court 
will be hearing in the test case of 
Takoa Ozawa the amazing contention 
that the Japanese are eligible for en- 
try into the United States as being 
a white race. Counsel for Ozawa, 
whose application for citizenship has 
been ‘denied, will urge that, while 
Malay and Mongolian types are found 
among the Japanese, the Caucasian 
or white type, is as prevalent. His 
brief, already filed, says that the root 
stocks of the Japanese people are 
the Ainu in the north and the Ya- 
mato in the south, each Caucasian, 
the latter of the Mediterranean 
stock. 

It is further contended that the 
Polynesians are a Caucasian race, 
belonging to the later Baltic people 
of ‘Europe which once inhabited a 
continent now submerged in north- 
western Polynesia, of which the cap- 
{tal was Ponape, in the Caroline 
Islands, with stone remains showing 
tan ancient city of 100,000 Inhabi- 
tants.

Jourdain, one of the foremost orn!- 
thologists in Europe; N. E. Odell of 
the Alpine Club, and: several’ other. 
experts-in their particular fields, is 
peculiarly: well qualified to carry out 
the work that has been) planned for

and exploration, and some Interesting

Already the expedition has done’ 
good work in affording opportunity 
fora protest against the wholesale 
destruction of seals and wild fowl 
throughout the archipelago. Every- 
thing, it appears, which’ the Oxford 
expedition has‘seen more,than con- 
firnis the statements’ of other impar- 
tial observers who may have recently 
visited the islands, namely, that if 
the present method: of slaughter is 
not stopped Spitzbergen will be be- 
reft of all birds an@ of animal life 
generally. It ‘is pointed out. that 
when the expedition visited the Edin- 
burgh {slands, west of Prince Charles 
Foreland, it came in*touch with three 
Norwegian hunters who had 15,000 
elder duck eggs, and 500 sacks of 
elder down stowed!away in the hold 
of their sloop. 

Perhaps one.of the most interest- 
ing matters from a botanical point of 
view, upon which the expedition is 
expected to throw new light is the 
question of the so-called fertilization 
of flowers, Spitzbergen, in spite of its 
extreme northerly situation, is abun- 
dantly supplied with wild flowers in 
great variety, yet the insect life on 
the islands is peculiarly, scanty. Bo- 
tanists, at present, are at a loss to 
know how the fertilization of these 
flowers is effected. 

Then, from a geological point of 
view, the labors of the expedition 
ought to be particularly fruitful. 
Spitzbergen, ike Greenland, is 
known to have possessed at one time 
ja climate far different from that 
which obtains to-day. Forests are 
known to have covered the land, and 
fossil remains in which the islands 
are peculiarly rich show that they 
were the resort of many prehistoric 
animals like the Ichthyosaurus and 
other amphibians. On the purely 
Practical side the investigations to be 
conducted by Mr. Huxley into such 
matters as the rate of growth of the 
sponge andothermarine invertebrates 
are, perhaps, the most {mportant. 
Some months ago, Mr. Huxley con- 
ducted a number of experiments at 
Plymouth, England, and when the 
Tesults of these are compared with 
the results obtained at Spltzbergen 
much valuable information is looked 
for.

Able Seaman Albert Knight, now 
living in Belleville who served with 
distinction in the British Navy during 
the war and was in the Big Show at 
Jutland, |isinot pleasediwith the public- 
ity given his experiences, but the 
British Navy is noted for its modesty, 
too much so from a landsman stand- 
point. Tnesday’s Intelligencer gave a 
summary of eome of Seaman Knight's 
experiences, not learned from him, 
but from other sources, : 

Another chapter of Able. Seaman 
Albert ‘Knight's life concerns the 
tragedy of the British Submarine 
K-13, he being a member of the crew 
of that ill-fated craft, which was pur- 
sued with ill-luck am long as the evil 
number ‘13° was attached to it. Sea- 
man Wright survived the fifty-six 
houre of horror in a hot metal prison, 
reeking with foul air and gas, lying on 
the floor of the ocean and the story as 
told in “The News of the Wor'd”, Lon 
don, England, is aq follows: ~ 

“That the tribute paid last week by 
the ‘News of the world’ to the excell- 
ence and efficiency of the Admiralty’ 
Salvage Section, brought into being} 
during the war, was well-deserved, is 
emphasized by Commodore Sir Fred- 
erick Young, R.N.R., the well-known 
ship-raising expert who recently com- 
pleted the salvaze of the Vindictive 
and the block-ships sunk in the raid 
on Zeebrugge Mole. Both the war and 
peace-time operations of the Salvage 
Section have been a closed book until 
now, the grand achievements and thril 
ling incidents having been secrets 
closely guarded by the Admiralty. 
Speaking at’ Portsmouth, from which 
for ages past, mighty fleets have gone 
forth to victory, Sir Frederick has now 
made public an incident which a¢sur- 
edly ranks with the most thrilling ex- 
periences of the war. It refera to the 
aceident which befell K-13. This sub- 
marine was one of the double hull type 
and wag ordered in 1915 from the Fair- 
field Company. Over 330ft long and 
of 2,600 tons displacement, the ves- 
sel waa fitted with watertube boilers 
‘and steam turbines for surface pro- 
pulsion she was fitted with the usu 
storage batteries and electric motors, 
and was divided into 1 watertight 
compartments. The accident occurred 
when the versel was running her un- 
derwater trials in the Gareloch, and 
in addition to her naval crew of 55 
officera and men, a number of repre- 
sentatives from the Admiralty, and the 
shipbuilding yard were on board. 

Making a Total of 80 in All 

‘A series of successful trials was 
made the vessel goin gdown on onc oc- 
‘casion to @3{t, and remaining at the 
bottom for two hours. It was decided, 
however, to make one more small dive 
to examine the-funnel covers, etc. Al 
though the illuminated signal, “En- 
gine-room closed” was shown in the 
contro) room, the four large ventila- 
tors three feet in diameter, were left 
open, and as the vessel dived the en- 
gine-and boiler spaces and all the af- 
ter end of the ship were flooded, and 
the submarine remained at the bot- 
om of Gareloch. Of the crew 43 per- 
ad been able to close themselves 
jn. the watertight compartments for- 
ward of the boiler-room. An Admiral- 
ty Salvage boat happened to be in 
Glasgow at, the time, and assistan 
was quickly on the spot from her and 
the Clyde Trust. When the divers 
went down they found the submarine 
embedded in the mud. They soon as- 
certained that a portion of the «crew 
were still alive in the forward part, 
and a system of communication was 
kept up by the Morse code, This, how- 
ever, was not very satisfactory, and 
was replaced later by lashing a «ub- 
marine flashing lamp to the periscope. 
This lamp could be manipulated from 
the deck. and aa theré waa a signal- 
man amongat the imprisoned men in

OVERSEAS MAIL 


Post Office Staff is Busy 
Forwarding Gifts to 
England. 


“There are just as many Christmas 
gifts being sent by mail this year as 
before, but the packages are smaller 
and, possibly, the individual articles 
lass costly,".gald a post office official 
discussing the Christmas mafl rush. 
And a visit tq the parcel department 
of the post office provides ample 
evidence that while the parcels may 
be smaller and of less value this year 
than before, there is nothing to com- 
plain of in the number of them, 

Two parcel mails weekly are recely- 
ed at the post office from England, 
and at Christmas particularly they are 
very large. Letter mails from England 
usually arrive at New York, but the 
heavier parcel mails come direct to 
St. John or Halifax and naturally are 
a little longer in transit, “and in 
consequence we have frequent com: 
plaints from people who have - re- 
ceived advice by letter -that a parcel 
has been mailed to them from Enk- 
land and they have not yet received 
it. They expect the parcel in the same 
mall as the letter, when, as a matter 
of fact, it does not travel by the same 
mail route at ali and may be two or 
three days later.” . 

Another grievance that postal offi- 
clals.have at this season of the year is 
directed against people who do not 
take the precaution to securely wrap 
thelr Christmas gifts. Pecullarly 
enough, St is not possible to deliver 
a Christmas gift the ‘addressed wrap- 
per of which has ‘been lost, and such 
articles usually find thelr way to the 
dead letter office to remain until call- 
ed for and thelr ownership proven.

ences. How the term “Shiner’’ as 
applied to the English-speaking  rafts- 
men of the period, and its origin, is 
somewhat difficult to explain. « There 
have been several versions of its deri- 
vation, the most popular being that 
concerned with a tavern, kept: by 2 
jan named Benedict at the head’ of 
the Little Chaudiere. “The raftsmen 
of Irsb birth used to be paid off. at 
Bytown (Ottawa), “and made  Bene- 
dict’s tavern their headquarters on 
these occasions, He had a large fam- 
ily of strapping sons who were hard- 
Bitters and able to keep the customers 
in ofder. As they both feared and re- 
spected Benedict, they resorted greatly 
to his tavern and there made away 
with many of the silver British chalf- 
crowns in which they were paid. »Ben- 
‘edict never gare them rum without 
money and when - they talled “for a 
drink they laid down: the half-ctown 
and generally made uso of this expres- 
sion: “Give us some rum; here's your 
shiner.’’-'Skiner” appears to have 
beer the name which’ the raftsmen 
conferred upon these newly-coined 
pieces and it gradually came to be as- 
scciated ‘so closely with the -raftsmen 
themselves that they received the same 
‘appellation. :

“Another, and not so likely, explans- 
tion which has been offered credits the 
origin of the term ‘‘Shiner’’ to the 
general aversion of the raftsmen to 
any person scen 0 be wearing a black 
silk hat. This article was known by 
some as ‘‘a stovepipe,"” by others as 
4g shiner’? and when any person 10 
the Ottawa district appeared webring 
ausilk hat, he was invariably, accord- 
ing to an old Upper Ottawa captain, 
cheered to the echo with the cry ‘Teo, 
teo,’? by men of both nationalities. 
Many of the so-called French-Cans- 
dian ‘ horns’? who ascended the 
river to become raftsmen wore the top 
hat on their first trip. They were not, 
however, long permitted to. enjoy its 
splendor, for the first sight of it was a 
signal to raise the cry of “Teo”. and 
the hat was soon knocked down over 
the wearer's head and*face, generally 
in good humor, ntuch to the amuse- 
ment of the crowd and to the chagrin 
of its owner. This repugnance to the 
top hat so generally expressed, ultim- 
ately led, according to this authority, 
to the leaders being dubbed with the 
same name as that borne by the object 
of their attacks. 

° . . 

Possibly the most peculiar out- 
growth of this strife was the connec- 
tion which arose between the term 
“Shiner? and the name of Peter 
White, one of: the leading lumbermeh 
of the Upper Ottawa and the father of 
Hon. Peter White, Speaker. ‘of the 
House of Mr. White never 
had any connection with the Shiners, 
although on one or two occasi he 
had difficulties with them in which be 
condacted himself with so _much“cour- 
age as to win their admiration and re- 
spect. The Moores were the only other 
Iumbermen who shared his immunity 
from attack. It consequently came 
to be understood that Mr. White's 
property, unlike that of many other 
early lumbermen, was entitled to. re- 
spect at the hands of the Shiners. He 
was a very strict disciplinarian, most 
religious and a great temperance man 
and it used to be a matter of great 
wonder to others that he could exer- 
cise such an influence over the wild 
fellows who gained their livelihood in 
the ‘‘shanties’’ and on the rafts. It is 
likely from, this feeling of respect 
which the raftsmen entertained for 
Mr. White that the term “Shiner 
Peter White’’ arose. 


‘Another informant has jt that it 
was because Peter White generally 
wore a black silk hat in his travels 
that the connection between ‘‘the 
Shiners’ and that gentleman became 
fixed. If seen wearing his ‘‘shiner’’ 
he received the usual attention, with 
the exception that no attempt was 
made to damage the headgear. All 
this ho took in good spirit and many 
times he was seen to raise his “‘shiner’’ 
in compliment to the raftsmen’s 


cheers. 


When Peter White first. settled at 
Pembroke, very little lumbering was 
done on the Upper Ottawa and it 
seemed such an out-of-the-world place 
that when the common salutation on 
the river ‘Who are you going for?’

Everywhere he had received gifts. 
Here it was an honorary college de- 
gree, there a medal of gold or a 
trinket or two, and yonder a pet, a 
flawer, or maybe just a wee token of 
esteem, admiration and love. He de- 
trayed the fact, with the receiving of 
each of the gifts, that his heart‘was 
touched, and each one was with him 
when he boarded the liner Paris for 
home, 

Crate of Wildcats. 

His luggage included a score and 
a half of parchments, attesting he 
had been accorded honorary degrees 
by America’s leading universities and 
colleges. There was one crate full of 
Montana wildcats, of the: bob-tailed, 
splting, but not very dangerous 
type, presented by American ALegion- 
aries.

Canada’s potato crop for the past 
season amounted to 110,895,000 
bushels, a decrease fromthe 1930 
yleld of 22,936,400 bushels, accord- 

Commis- 

of this de- 

crease was due to the fact of 82,632 
acres less than last year having been 
planted. Another factor, however, 
was the long spell of hot, dry weath- 
er, which ‘was experienced early in 
the season. In the yield per acre 
Ontario averaged 103% bushels, aa 
against 152; Quebec 162%. as 
against 185%, and Nova Scotia 
163%, as against 203% bushels, as 
compared with 198 bushels in 1920. 
All the Prairie Provinces show an 
{ncrease in quantity produced, as well 
as yield per acre, over 1920. Mani- 
toba golng to 166% bdushels, as 
against 92% last year, when the crop 
was very poor. Asa rule, little scab 
or bdilght was reported. The total 
walue of the potato crop to farmers 
is estimated at $85,677,000, compar- 
ed with $129,804,000, the average 
price per bushel this year being 77 
cents, as against 97 cent in 1920. 
Only Ontario and New Brunswick 
show higher prices this year than 
the 1920 quotations. In Ontario the 
price is given as averaging $1.13 
per bushel, as against 97 cents, and 
in New Brunswick as 76 cents, as 


at | 28ainst’ 70 cents. Over the whole 


Dominion the average wholesale 
price to retailers this year runs to 
93 cents per bushef.

CHARGE OF BLOCKING 
HE POLICE FAILS 


Eight Prominent ‘Residents 
of North ‘York Are 
Acquitted. » 


Toronto, Dec. 27.—With the acquit- 
tal of eight prominent North York 
residents upon a charge of having ob- 
etructed police officials in the now- 
famous liquor raid upon the Mansion 
House at Sutton on Friday night, De- 
cember 2, the County Police Court on 
Saturday morning concluded the firet 
phase of the most celebrated case to 
have come within its jurisdiction in re- 
cent years. It was a trial which was 
thoroughly tenee throughout, and 
which developed the anomalous situ- 
ation froma legal standpoint of having 
the Crown acting continually on the 
defensive, The accused parties’ coun- 
sel, R. H. Greer, K.C.,; Peter White, 
K.C., and Armstrong, desired to exam- 
ine the witnesses with a view to ca 
tablishing the raid as a political plot. 
The Crown bristled, however,’ at each 
Sagzestion of a move in thie direction, 
and, supported by Magistrate Jones’ 
rulinge, succeeded ip having the cur- 
tain rung down without any revela- 
tions of a motive npon the part of the 
raiders thet was alt-s'ne to that of 
serving tho ends of justice, 

Mr. Peter White, K.C., when rnkd 
against br Mazistrate Jones upon the 
point of the irrelevancy of any charge 
of political conspiracy, took the decis- 
jon philosophically, merely asserting 
his right to have his position in the 
matter placed upon the court records. 

“We propose,” stated Mr. White, 
“to prove from the evidence of the 
witness that this witness, Grant Field- 
ing, a provincial officer, planted the 
two bottlea in the room in the pureu- 
ance of a political plot.”” 

“When evidence of that is ziven, 
you can cross-examine upon it.’” stat- 
ed Mr. Jones. 

“We can only prove our contention 
through this witness," declared Mr. 
White. 

Magistrate Jones, however, upheld 
Crown Atterney Armour’s contention 
that Section 68 of the O.T.A. and Sec- 
tion 6 of the Criminal Code granted 
to the Crown’a evidence immunity 
from exarafnation with a view to dis- 
covering the source of the informa- 
tion thay had inspired the raid.

During these carnivals the ‘whole 
population ‘of ‘country and city parade 
the streets, dance, throw confetti, blow 
whistles and feast. It is necessary to 
purchase tickets for the restaurants in 
advance and all stores are closed for 
the four days. 

“It ix imposible to keep aloof from 
the merriment of, these carnivals,”* 
said a resident of Cologne, where the 

merriest of the merry , carnivals once 
was held. “The people dress up fan- 
tastically and celebrate with utter * dis 
regard for strangers. A gloomy coun- 
tenance ix the cue for a bombardment 
of confetti. of ribboned paper. until ite 
owner laughs and joins the frolickers.

wax were applied without previous 
oiling. 

Now and then a Reader writes me 
that she has put oil and turpentine on 
her floors and that it has left a sticky 
surface; but when I come to investi- 
gate I find that she has put it on over 
an old waxed surface, and of course 
the wax prevents the oil from *being 
absorbed by the wood. It may be ap- 
plied, however, if the wax is, almost 
entirely worn of the floor. 

The next step, after putting on the 
two costs of oi] and turpentine (drying 
well after each application) ig to ap- 
ply a good grade of wax polish in the 
following manner: Cover the entire 
floor with it, putting it on not too 
thjckly with » cloth and leaving it in 
this way overnight to harden. The 
next morning apply a second coat ot 
the wax, again leaving it a while to 
harden—but this time only for a few 
hours. All good wax polishes bave 
turpentine in them (usually they are 
composed of beeswax, paraffine and 
turpentine) and the turpentine dis- 
solves the surplus wax, thus rendering 
the coating uniform. After the second 
oat of wax has dried for s while, the 
first polishing is begun. Do this with 
a weighted brush, rubbing with the 
grain of the wood and finishing with 
a woolen cloth tied orer the weigh{ed 
brash. After this first waxing, your 
floor will, not need another coat’ until 
almost a year, except an occasional 
rubbing with the weighted. brush to 
keep up the polish, : segs 

‘At the end of the year, apply a sec- 
‘ond coat ‘of wax just as you applied 
the first—leaving it overnight to dry 
and spread evenly, rubbing on a little 
more the next morning, then polishing 
with the weighted brush. 

If certain portions of your floor re- 

ceive more wear than others and lose

their wax polish, apply a little warm 
wax to these worn-down parts throug>- 
out the year as follow: set your can 
of wax in a pan of boiling water until 
the wax is slightly melted, then rub @ 
little of this. warm wax on the worn 
spots of the floor with a soft cloth, pol- 
ishing immediately. 

Wax floors which have been whiten- 
ed by water should be polished with a 
woolen cloth which has been warmed 
in the oren. 

In homes where there are children 
or elderly people, who might receive 
accidents from slipping on a waxed 
floor, it is best simply to apply the oil 
an) turpentine (with the Japan oier 
as above mentioned), not putting’any 
wax on the floor. The oil and turpen- 
tine gives a soft, velyety finish which 
is more highly admired by some houpe- 
keepers than a polished wax surface,

Light Fall Praning Is Safe. 

Light pruning In fall is permis- 
sible; but heavy pruning Is dangerous 
and likely to result in serious dam- 
age from winter killing, especially if 
the succeeding winter is severe. Tho 
injury, is caused dy drying out of the 
cut- area and’ may be prevented by 
covering all wounds of any size with 
a good covering of paint made from 
pure lead and oil. Do not.use pre- 
pared paints, as these contain injur- 
fous benzine or turpentine dryers. 
make an effective covering It will be 
necessary to give not less than two 
coats, because one coat will not pre- 
vent checking and drying of greea 
wood. Coal tar makes an excellent 
wound covering and is easily applied. 

This’ matter of covering wounds 
made In’ fall or early winter is fre- 
quently slighted by orchard men, 
but the writer has seen such serious 
damage result from neglect of this 
precaution that he feels justified in 
warning frult growers regard to 
the practice. In experimental trials 
in the College apple orchard, varle- 
ties so hardy as Duchess of Olden- 
burg, Wolf River, Snow and Scott's 
Winter have suffered very serious in- 
jury following November pruning 
with the cuts Jeft unprotected. The 
wounds dry opt around the edges 
and by spring the dead ares is great- 
ly enlarged, frequently extending 
down the trunk or branch for a foot 
or more. The dead bark comes away 
later leaving a large dead area, detri- 
mental’ fo the parts above and cer- 
tain also to decay later. 

It is not Ifkely that injury would 
follow the cutting of branches below 
an inch in size unless many +were 
removed and there probably would 
be} no necessity for’ covering such 
wounds, ‘All above this alze, how- 
ever, should be thoroughly protected.

Barberry Hedgo Spoiled Ten Crops. 
Hundreds) and hundreds- of in- 
stances can be cited to show that the 
common: bar’ is the fost im- 
portant factor in the spread of rust 
in‘ northwest sfates. In a Gov 
ment bulletin om rust and bar A 
Dr. C. BE. Stakman of Minnesota Uni- 
versity relates the experience 
of'a er at Crystal Bay, Lake 
Minnetonka, Minn., who had a bar- 
berry hedge of 635 bushes. He had 
tried to grow oats on his farm for 
ten years, but each year the black 
stem rust destroyed almost gill the 
grain. Then one spring he destroyed 
the hedge before the bushes had be- 
some rusted. Ten days before the 
harvest the field was examined 
thoroughly and no stem rust could 
bef found. The yield and quality 
proved to be excellent. It was the 
first time in ten years that a crop 
had been grown successfully on that 
farm. Every land owner should be 
gin early in the spring to destroy 
the barberry for the protection of 
gain crops.

And right here I want to warn my 
Readers that there is a good deal of 
art required in putting the wax on! J 
cannot promise success, but I can say 
that this kind of dyeing is worth try- 
ing out.
